Martin Irons, once noted throughout the 
country and especially in Bt. Louis as et 
labor leader, died at Bruceville, Tex., Sat- 
urday. Bruceville is a hamlet 20 miles 
north of Waco. Irons had been in that part 
of Texas the past few years organizing so- 
cial Democratic clubs—county of district 
organizations of the party on whose: plat- 
form Eugene V. Debs ran for president.

He was married there in 
1852 to Mary Brown, a Scotch lassie whom 
he had known on his native heath. Five | 
or six years after the wedding they came | 
to Missouri and settled at Lexington, La-} 
fayette County. He Hved there when the} 
war began, but, it is sald, escaped service | 
on the ground that he was a British sub- | 
ject. 

In 1876 his wife and their two sons moved 
to a farm in Ray County, where the sons 
are still living, it is reported. Irons, it ap- |

road employment. He joined the Knights | 
of Labor there and rapidly pushed his way | 
into prominence in the order.

Three weeks 
ago the bank examiners made a good state- 
ment of the bank's condition, and the of- 
ficers and: directors allayed suspicion by 
referring to the report of this examination 
and to their last statement.

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—“One Code of 
Morals for Men and Women” was the mov- 
ing stggin of the sermorof Rev. Dr. R. 
wn sel who preached on ‘‘Mar- 
riage’ in All Souls’ Protestant Episcopal 
Church Sunday morning.

A young man may indulge in ex- 
cesses of debauchery and we pass it off 
by saying that he must sow his wild oats 
some time. *° Indeed, had it not ended ~in 
such a terrible tragedy, the offense of those 
men in Paterson would have been condoned 
by gilded society. But the young woman! 


Ah! ft would be different with her. She 
committed an unpardonable sin: one that 
could never be overlooked, and her sisters 
would have gathered their skirts around 
them as they passed her, lest they might be 
defiled. 

“It is said that in India—and I have it at 
first hand—the progress of English soldiers 
is marked by a train of defilement. And it 
is one of the worst features of ovr occu- 
pancy of Manila, according to common re- 
port, that to minister to the passions of our 
soldiery licensed houses of shame have in- 
creased.

Because his trip is a hazardous one, he 
has been promised all the protection that 
the government of North Carolina can give 
him while he is in that state. 

He has gone to take into custody and 
bring back to St. Charles Albert Schaefer, 
wanted there for murder. Schaefer is a 
desperate man and has hundreds of rela- 
tives and friends in North Carolina, who it 
is feared will attempt to rescue him from 
the Missouri sheriff. 

The governor of North Carolina has hon- 
ored the requisition of the governor of Mis- 
sourt and assured Sheriff Dierker that he 
shall be given all the presen possible in 
his hazardous undertaking. 

Schaefer was arrested about a week ago 
by Sheriff W. Hutcherson of Reidsville, 
Rockingham County, North Carolina.

Croker After Revenge. 

LONDON, England, Nov. 19.—From the 
latest information obtainable in the Jockey 
Club's stewards’ investigation of Lord Dur- 
ham’s charges against Jockey Reiff and 
Trainer Wishard it looks as if there are 
stormy times coming for his lordship. 

It has just transpired that during the in- 

vestigation the stewards called upon Rich- 
ard Croker's.representative for Mr. Croker’s 
betting books. This is an action that is hu- 
miliating to an Englishman. It is a step so 
grave that the stewards rarely resort to it. 

It is a stigma upon his good name, as it 
implies a doubt as to his honesty. <A map 
whose betting books have been called for, 
no matter what the action of the stewards 


Only time can eradicate these feel- 
ings. It is painful to an Englishman, but it 
is doubly painful to an American and the 
friends of Mr. Croker, who know his fight- 
ing proclivities, say that Lord Durham will 
have cause to regret his action. 

One of the friends of the New Yorker 

said tonight that Mr. Croker’s hurry to get 
back to England was due to the demand 
for his betting books. The action of the 
stewards was cabled to him. These books 
did more than anything else to prove to the 
stewards that the two races between Rich- 
ard Croker's The Scotchman II and Lord 
Durham's Gerolstein were truly and hon- 
estly run. They showed that Mr. Croker lost 
heavily at Doncaster when The Scotchman 
lost. and that he had so little confidence in 
the horse that he did not bet on him at all 
when he won at Liverpool. 

It is now said that Retff's future action 
depends upon Mr. Croker. The jockey is 
waiting for him to arrive. On him depends 
whether Lord Durham will be sued for libel. 
The humiliation put upon Mr. Croker by the 
demand for his betting books will, his 
friends think, cause him to urge Reiff to 
sue Lord Durham. This will not be the first 
time that a jockey has sued for damages 
for libel. About twelve years ago Sir 
George Chetwynd accused Jockey Wood of 
“pulling’’ a horse The jockey brought 
suit, carried it through several courts, and 
secured judgment. Lord Durham now faces 
probably the same fate. The true sportsmen 
in London are happy that his lordship, who 
is not popular, has been proved wrong. 
Many of them hope that he will be sued. 

The Sportsman of Nov. 17 says: ‘Lord 
Durham has cleared the ground with a ven- 
geance. He charges Reiff with pulling The 
Scotchman IT, and it is now for Relff to 
take a step. Reiff’s path is clear, as he has 
been acquitted, and he can choose his own 
tribuna!

Those who tell of the plan say that in 
passing this law the managers expect to 
run over William H. Pheips, legislative 
representative of the Missouri Pacific rall- 
road. This running over of Phelps is one 
of the side-issues of the franchise tax plan 
of the Democratic managers. 

The fact of the matter is that Mr.Phelps ts 
not in good odor with most members o the 
mew administration, and nothin could 
cause them more delight than to give him 
pain by passing a franchise tax law. 

It is rela-ed that S. B. Cook, the secre- 
tary of state-elect, has had nothing to do 
with Phelps for several years. A bitter ani- 
mosity exists between them. , 

Attorney-General Crow was Phelps friend 
until recently, when they had a falling 
out. 

It is also said Gov.-Elect Dockery was 
never prejudiced in Phelps’ favor, and the 
influence of Cook and ethers has not made 
the railroad attorney more of a favorite 
with him. 

James M. Seibert, chairman of the state 
committee, was friendly enough toward 
Phelps until the recent campaigp. It is 
stated that Phelps’ influence gave the 
Democrats no assistance, and that it 
helped Mr. Flory all it could. This damaged 
the relations between Phelps and Seibert, 
and now the last straw has been piled on 
the Democratic camel's back. 

Mr. Flory immediately after the election 
was tendered the private car of Russell 
Harding, general manager of the Missouri 
Pacific, and is now touring the South in it.
